(ff) — With more than one 
and a half billion dollars 
passing through the United 
States treasury today 
the 


second payment of taxes on 
1.929 incomes was pouring 
into the government coffers 
to swell such collections to unpre- 
cedented totals. 
Treasury experts expected 
to- 
day's collections 
to amount to 


$500,000,000 or more. At the same 
time the government was paying 
off $450,000,000 in maturing certi- 
ficates of indebtedness, taking in 
$450,000,000 from the sale of such 
securities and paying about $90,- 
000,000 interest on the public debt. 
On June 12, the last day shown 


in the treasury's daily statement 
the. government had collected for 
the fiscal year which started July 
1 a total of $3,487,920,019 and had 
spent in the same time $3,698,572,- 
649. 
Though this left a deficit of 


' $240,652,630, treasury officials ex- 
pected President Hoover's first full 
'fiscal year in office to end with a 


^ Comfortable surplus.

To all Confederate Veterans and 


their widows: 
1 am calling your attention to an 


act of'the fifth called session of the 
41st legislature, providing pensions 
for all Confederate soldiers and ^to 
the widows of such soldiers who 
were married to such coldiers prior 
to January 1, 1912, and providing 
that tho -word "widow" as used 
nhall not apply to women born since 
•"•he year 1873. The law also pro- 
vides that Confederate soldiers who 


lived continuously with their 
since January 1, 1900, shall 


receive 50 per month, and all oth- 
er pensioners shall receive $25 per 
month. 


These pensions ara granted ir- 


respective of the value of any prop- 
erty owned by confederate soldiers 
and their widows, and the only re- 
quirements are these: 


The applicant if a widow must 
make proof of the service of her 
husband in the war, and if a sol- 
dier must furnish proof of his ser- 
vice in the war. 
The widows must have been bona 


residents of 'this state for six 


years prior to the approval of their 
applications, and the soldiers must 
havo resided In this state for ten 
j'ears.prior to the approval of their 
applications. 


The now law goes into effect on 


the 19th day of June, and begin- 
ning July 1, all pensions will be 
paid monthly instead of quarterly, 


I shall be glad to give such in- 


formation as is necessary to com- 
plete these applications, 
and I 


shall gladly render any service that 
I possibly can which will aid these 
soldiers and their widows in secur- 
ing pensions. I want all who are 
interested In this matter to feel free

No tariff law can bo perfect, he 


said, and changing economic condi- 
tions require changes in the im- 
port duties. In the flexible provis- 
ion he saw the remedy for this sit- 
uation, one, he said, which should 
make a congressional revision, with 
its resultant agitation and business 
uncertainty, unnecessary for years 
to como.

Judge Fred 
G. Bale, 
of the 


juvenllle court of Columbus, O., 
delivered a lecture, "Tomorrow's 
Citizen Today," at the Chautauqua 
in the high school auditorium Sat- 
urday night. An entertaining pro- 
gram of musical numbers and nov- 
elty impersonations was given by 
the Anitak Ball company, as a 
prelude to the principal address. 


The musical entertainers' open- 


ing selection was 
a medley of 


popular song hits, played on a 
piano keyboard accordion, and a 
saxaphone, after which Miss Ball 
gave a humorous reading and im- 
personations. 
A group of novelty 


vocal, instrumental, and whistling 
numbers was followed by a read- 
ing and piano solo by Miss Ball. 
After another group of accordion 
and saxaphone numbers, the com- 
pany concluded with "Happy Days 
Are Here Again." 
Prefacing 
his 
lecture, 
Judge 
Bale declared his subject is one 
of the most talked of items of 
interest today. 
He quoted Christ 


as indicating that the little child 
is the greatest person on earth, 
and it is to children that human- 
ity owes proper training. 
Youth of Today Defended 


"A single ounce of proper for- 


mation in youth," the juvenile au- 
thority declared, "is worth tons of 
reformation in adults." The speak*- 
er said that many present day 
adults are disgusted with the mor- 
al 
breakdown 
of 
the 
flaming 


youth 
of today, but 
stated 
he 


had no patience with such people, 


"The youth of today," he went 


on, "is as inherently fine as young 
people 
of 
the 
past generation. 


With 
the 
unlimited 


new inventions that . 
agencies for children today," the 
lecturer asserted, "the youth !- J~ 
ing 
exceptionally well 
stand temptations as well as they 
do. I am not trying to minimize 
the seriousness of this issue, but 
want you parents to understand 
that there is a reason for the 
apparent 
looseness 
of 
today's 


youth/ he said. 
Judge Bale explained that tne 


two reasons for the increase In 
temptations as oldor people view 
It are, larger number of inven- 
tions that 
prove 
to 
be 
sinful 


agencies, and false modesty dis- 
pelled. He charged the parents of 
today with the downfall of many 
voung people, because the parents 
themselves did 
riot warn 
their 


children of the pitfalls, and teach 
them the truth concerning vital 
issues, which the children learn- 
ed away from home, and got dis- 
torted ideas concerning them. 
Need Home Training 


Quoting Roosevelt, the speaker 


said that lack of moral training 
in the home, and the increase of 
mental 
training 
in the institu- 


tions of higher learning is like 
putting high powered rifles in the 
hands of young savages. 
In this 


connection, Judge Bale cited the 
case of Loeb and Leopold boys, 
•who were highly educated; gradu- 
ated from their college with hiph- 


- est honors; but lacked moral train- 


ing1 in the home, and arc now in 
prison, being supported by taxa- 
tion. 
"Parents who do not feel equal 


to the occasion to tell their chil- 
dren the truth concerning vital is- 
sues," the speaker continued, "are 


. not 
fit 
to be trusted with 
the 
task of rearing children." Judge 
Bale asserted 
he has In many 


cases been appalled by parents' 
calloused lack of interest in their 
children's goinR where they wish 
•without chapcrone after night. 


The lecturer pointed out that if
